Two Questions, Board Says. 

The five-man board, aii em- 
ployes of the Department of Jus- 
tice, said in the opinion that there 
were two questions before it: 

Did the board of special in- 
quiry (which had upheld the ex- 
clusion order) have evidence 
which would justify its find- 
ings? Did the board afford Mrs. 
Knauff a fair trial? 

“In our opinion,” said the 
Board of Immigration Appeals, 
“the answer to the first of these 
questions must be ‘no,’ there was 
not adequate evidence to justify 
the order of exclusion. Therefore 
it will not be necessary for us to 
consider the second question, that 
of fair hearing.”

After a detailed analysis of the 
testimony offered to support the 
exclusion order, the Board of Im- 
migration Appeals came to this 
conclusion: 

“Uncorroborated Hearsay.” 

“The sum total then of all the 
evidence is hearsay. In an ad- 
ministrative hearing, hearsay is 
admissible. It may be used under 
appropriate circumstances to sup- 
plement facts established by di- 
rect evidence. But all we have in 
this case is hearsay, uncorrobo- 
rated by direct evidence, and that, 
says the Supreme Court, does not 
constitute substantial evidence. 

“What we have said effectively 
disposes of the matter. Among 
other phases of this case is one 
that justifies consideration. 

“The theory of the case is that 
Ellen Knauff passed on confiden- 
tial and secret information to the 
Czechoslovak mission (in Ger- 
many). To evaluate this conclu- 
sion we must know what informa- 
tion she is supposed to have 
passed on to the Czechoslovak

“First, she is alleged to have 
told *Col. Podhora (Col, Podhora, 
chief of the mission), that the 
telephone lines to the mission 
were being tapped, but this at a 
time when she was no longer in 
the civil censorship division (of 
the American Military Govern- 
ment).

Seven. minutes after the deto- 
nation there was a perceptible 
rumble in Las Vegas, along with 
a sudden blast of wind. 

In Caliente, the 2500 residents 
had an experience such as they 
might have in a real atomic war. 

The sheriff's office had only 
15 minutes’ notice of the warning 
to residents to leave their win- 
dows open to lessen effects of 


the concussion. But deputies 
treated it like a genuine disaster. 
Off hurried through the 
town, telling citizens to get out 
of buildings. 

' Pupils Leave Rooms. 

Children were hustled from 
classrooms into school yards. 
Residents emerged from houses, 
stores 
throughout the town. They stood 
in the streets and had a fine wiew 
of the explosion and the atomic 
cloud. Nine minutes later they 
heard a rumble and felt a shock 
wave. There were no reports of 
damage in Caliente, which is 90 
air miles northeast of the test 
site. 

Neither was there any reported 
in Las Vegas where seven win- 
dows were broken in the big blast 
last Thursday.

10 HURT AS AIRLINER 
BREAKS IN TWO ON 
LANDING AT AIRPORT 


TUCUMCARI, N. M., Nov. 6 

(AP)—A chartered airliner, at- 
tempting a ferced landing in a 
snowstorm, today crashed and 
broke in two. 
* Ten persons, including seven 
G.ls being returned home on 
rotation from Korea, are in Tu- 
cumcari hospital. 

Listed as critically injured are 
pilot Alex Hamilton of La Cres- 
centa, Calif., last to be removed 
from the wreckage; and a soldier, 
Cpl. Donald E. Wormer, Allen- 
town, Pa. 

The plane was identified as be- 
longing to. Transocean Aijrlines 
and had been scheduled to land 
at Albuquerque, Officials at the 
airport there said the pilot 
changed his plans and went on 
east to Tucumcari. 

The two-engined plane was en 
route from Oakland, Calif., to 
Indian Town Gap, Pa., and Fort 
Devens, Mass. Because of ex- 
tremely bad weather it attempt- 
ed to land at the Tucumcari air- 


port. 

While it circled, trouble devel- 
oped. The plane hit just off one 
of the runways and split in two. 

The plane, a Martin 202, was a 
commercial craft chartered by the 
Army with 26 personnel aboard.

Gerald B. Norris, agent in 
charge of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation here since 1938, is 
being transferred to Phoenix, 


Ariz., where he will head the 
FBI office there, it was learned 


today. 

Norris will be replaced in the 
St. Louis office by Donald S. 
Hostetter, special agent in charge 
at Memphis, Tenn. 

His transfer, Norris said, is one 
of series being made of agents in 
charge of FBI offices throughout 
the country. 

Norris has been in the FBI for 
24 years. He was assigned to St. 
Louis as an agent in 1932, was 
made assistant agent in charge in 
1935 and was made head of the 
office March 1, 1938. 

Although he is only 57 years 


old, Norris is eligible to retire on 
a substantial Government pension 
because of a number of years of 
military service that preceded his 
employment with the Justice De- 
partment, 

Although expressing regret at 
leaving St. Louis, Norris told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he is 
pleased with his new assignment 
and has no intention at this time 
of retiring. 

“IT have been here for almost 
19 years and I look on St. Louis 
as my home,” he said. “The St. 
Louis office has a reputation for 
receiving splerdid co-operation, 
not only from law enforcement 
agencies but also from citizens of 
this area. This co-operation has 
greatly increased the efficiency 
of the office.” 

In St. Louis, Norris earned a 
reputation of never letting his 
men assume a risk he wouldn't 
take himself. When “Bennie” 
Dickson, wanted for bank robbery 
and kidnaping, was shot and 
killed in 1939 on Euclid avenue 
as he reached for a pistol, Norris 
was in the forefront when the 
shooting began. 

He actively participated in the 
capture of Joseph Medley, wanted 
for the murder of two women 
and known to be armed, when 
Medley was seized in Hotel Jef- 
ferson in 1945. Medley was later 


electrocuted for his crimes.

TE OF ARMS 


Reds Label Proposal ‘Un- 
just, Unfair,’ but Ask 
for Time to Study It — 
Allied Drive on Kae- 
song Hinted.

PANMUNJOM, Ko.ea, Nov. 5 
(UP)— The United Nations made 
a sweeping new proposal today 
that the Korean cease-fire line be 
wased on the battle line at the 


time an armistice is signed rather 
than on the present front, 

A U.N. spokesman said the 
Communists called the proposal 
“unfair, unjust and unreasonable” 
at a truce committee meeting, 
but asked for time to study it 
further. They presumably will 
make their formal reply at a 
meeting tomorrow. 

The surprise U.N. proposal in 
effect would be an invitation to 
the cpposing armies to try to cap- 
ture more territory while the 
truce negotiators argue details of 
an armistice agreement. : 


Hints of Kaesong Drive. 


United States Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam Nuckols, U.N. spokesman, 
hinted that the Eighth Army 
might attempt to surround dis- 
puted Kaesong, three miles south 
of thé thirty-eighth parallel, if it 
got the chance. 

The proposal was given to the 
Communists at the longest meet- 
ing yet-—414 hours—of the joint 
subcommittee charged with fixing

a cease-fire line across Korea. 

Specifically, it provided: 

1, The truce line will be based 
on the actual line of ground con- 
tact at the time of the signing of 
the armistice, “with appropriate 
adjustments.” 

2. The truce buffer zone be- 
tween the opposing armies will be 
4 kilometers (212 miles) wide. 

3. A committee of three officers 
from each side will determine the 
lines of contact whenever called 
for, and present it to the negoti- 
ators when the armistice is ready 
to be signed 


“in order to reach an agreement 
on all the 
possible date.” 

Statement on Adjustments. 

Nuckols said any adjustments 
in the final truce line would in 
general be equivalent with each 
case determined on its own mer- 
its. He said this meant Kaesong 
would be in whatever zone hap- 
pens to prevail when the final 
agreement is signed. 

“That, of course, could be any- 
where in Korea,” he said. 

Nuckols’s remarks were taken 
as a clear indication that if the 
Reds persisted in their refusal 
to swap Kaesong for some un- 
held territory elsewhere, the Al- 
lies would try to push north and 
surround it. 

The U.N. has agreed not to at- 
tack a 3000-yard radius around 
Kaesong bécause it is the head- 
quarters of the Communist truce 
delegation, but there is nothing 
in. the agreement to prevent 
Allied troops from surrounding 
the area and bringing it behind 
U.N. lines. 

Mum on Progress. 

Nuckols refused to be drawn 
into any discussion as to whether 
the two delegations were closer 
together or farther apart than 
before. 

“If they accept our proposal, 
we are closer together,” he said. 
“If they reject it, we are farther 
apart.” 

If the Communists agreed to 
the proposal, the full delegations 
could go to work on these re- 
maining points on the agenda: 

1, Concrete arrangements to 
end the shooting and supervise 
the truce. 

2. Exchange of prisoners of 
war. 

3. Recommendations to the gov- 
ernments of the various countries 
on both sides. (The Reds’ de- 
mand that all foreign troops be 
withdrawn from Korea comes un- 
der this heading.) 

Any one of these could devel- 
op into as hard a nut to crack 
as the location of the cease-fire 
buffer zone. 

Nuckols said Maj. Gen. Henry 
I. Hodes submitted the new plan 
after the U.N, rejected a new 
Communist proposal to fix the 
cease-fire line at the present bat- 
tle line and the Reds turned 
down an Allied proposal to make 
Kaesong a neutral city occupied 
by neither side, 


Basis for Rejection. 

Nuckols said the U.N. rejected 
the Communist plan for a cease- 
fire line along the present battle 
line because the Reds never have 
given the U.N. more than a gen- 
eral impression of whete they be- 
lieve the line of contact to be— 
and this disagreed with the Allied 
contention. 

“The trouble is-that they are 
offering us a piece of merchan- 
dise, but they will not say what 
wo merchandise costs,” Nuckols

The Peiping radio said a few

NOBEL PEACE PRIZE 
TO FRENCH UNION MAN 


1951 Award Goes to Leon 
Jouhaux, Who Threw Reds 
Oue of Power in Labor. 


OSLO, Nov. 5 (UP) — Leon 
Jouhaux, 72-year-old French _la- 
bor leader, was awarded the 1951 
Nobel peace prize today by the 
Nobel committee on the Norwe- 
gian Parliament. This year’s prize 
is worth $32,357. 

Jouhaux, in his youth a pro- 
nounced leftist, opened a drive 
1947 to throw Communists 
out of the power they held in 
the French labor movement. 
“The grand old man” of the 
French unions broke away from 
his 6,000,000 - member French 
General Confederation of Labor, 
of which he had long been sec- 
retary general, and became the 
leader of the new non-Commu- 
nist “Force Ouviere” (Worker's 
Force). 

As is customary, the Nobel 
committee gave no details of its 
vote for the prize—there were 
many candidates — nor did __it 
state the specific reason for the 
award, 

Dr. Ralph Bunche, American 
Negro educator who was mediator 
for the United Nations in the 
Arab-Jewish crisis over Palestine, 
was the 1950 Nobel peace prize 
winner, 

Jouhaux is to receive his award 
in Oslo Dec. 10, the anniversary 
of the death in 1896 of Alfred 
Nobel, Swedish inventor of dyna- 
mite, who left his fortune for 
the Nobel prize fund. 

Portly, powerful, goateed Jou- 
haux has been a ieading figure 
in the world labor movement for 
many years. He has been. vice 
chairman of the International La- 
bor Organization. He was an 
organizer and an executive com- 
mittee member of the Interna- 
tional Confederation of Free 
Trades Unions, when it was 
formed two years ago to counter 
the World Federation of. Trades 
Unions. Anti-Communists charged 
that the W.F.T.U. was Commu- 
nist-controlled and broke away 
from it. 

After the Germans occupied 
France in World War II Jouhaux 
joined the underground move- 
ment. He was arrested by Vichy 
authorities in 1941 and inferned 
for four years.

Eisenhower's first visit to the

Advance information was that 
Eisenhower and the President 
would deal with these three prob- 
lems among others during their 
conferences:

They claimed 
they were under illegal detention 
because of the “excessive” amount 
of bail fixed by United States 
District Judge William C. Mathes 
of Los Angeles last August.

Britain’s 
new Foreign Secretary, Anthony 
Eden, had separate talks with 
both Acheson and French For- 
eign Minister Robert Schuman a 
few hours after he arrived to 
head the British delegation to 
the U.N. , 

After his conversation with 
Schuman, Eden announced they 
had reviewed the whole list of 
problems before the Assembly 
and were in full accord. This, he 
said, included the controversial 
Arab demand for the independ- 
ence of Morocco, now a French 
-protectorate. The French are try- 
ing to-.keep the issue out of 
the U.N. 

Eden did not mention the Ache- 
son peace plan then and did 
not announce British sponsorship 
of it until he had had another 
two-hour talk with Acheson today. 

After Eden’s meeting with 
Acheson at the British embassy 
last night, a British spokesman in- 
dicated his chief had not yet 
agreed to assume joint sponsor- 
ship of the proposal. He said the 
plan at the moment still was an 
“American proposal.” 

Russia’s Vishinsky Arrives. 

There still was no indication 
what Russia’s Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
would come up with. He arrived 
today from Moscow with the rest 
of the Soviet delegation. Deputy 
Foreign Minister Jacob Malik and 
several others arrived earlier 

Western diplomats expect Vi- 
shinsky to renew his old demands 
for a five-power peace pact which 
would include Red China. There

crepancies in the funds, Bates 
said 


The Post-Dispatch disclosed 
last- Sept. 21 that the shortage 
would exceed $10,000. 

Leland Mitchell, cashier of the 
registration branch office here, 
resigned last July and informed 
his superiors that “someone” had 
stolen $600 from the cash box in 
the office, and that he had de- 
stroyed motor vehicle sales tax 
payment records to make his 
books balance, Bates said. 

The director said Mitchell de- 
nied receiving any of the money 
involved but had offered to make 
restitution of the $600, reported 
stolen. Mitchell, formerly of 
Nevada, Mo., now is in Oklahoma, 
it was said.

that the Kremlin is ready to abandon its strategy 
of stalling and frustration. 

For one, the Korean truce talks at last seem 
to be getting somewhere. Then there is the East 
German proposal for the election of an assembly 
to write a constitution for a united Germany, a 
proposal which has been accepted by Bonn with 
safeguards. Moscow has also dropped hints about 
an Austrian settlement. , 

In fact, in his talk with United States. Ambas- 


sador Allan Kirk, Vishinsky expressed a willing- . 


ness to reach agreement on all disputed issues. 
All this, of cougse, could be just so much 


- propaganda. The Kremlin has for a long ‘time 


been trying to convince people everywhere that 
it is just about the only force working for peace 
in the world, and that all the non-Communist 
nations are war-mongers, getting ready to drop 
atomic bombs on the heads of the innocent. This, 
plus Russian intransigeance, has produced an 
understandable reluctance in President Truman 
and others where the Reds are concerned. 
- . + 

There are, however, indications that the Rus- 
sians may have undergone some change of mind. 
In his series of articles, Edward Crankshaw 
showed cracks in the Kremlin wall which should 
make its masters anxious to avoid trouble, 

In short, the Communist regime has not made 
good its promises of the abundant life. And it 
sees no way of doing so. It also has failed to re- 
duce—by one pressure and another—the West- 
ern standard of life. Thus it has failed to elimi- 
nate the contrast which is the cause of Russian 
discontent. So, to a considerable extent, the Po- 
litburo must rely on terror and tyranny to main- 
tain order at home, And that is not a very good 
background for an imperialistic war. 

After a most prudent weighing of such eonsid- 
erations, it does seem possible for the Western 
nations to approach the U.N. General Assembly 
with a new willingness to negotiate—and to ne- 
gotiate from that position of strength which 
Washington deems essential. 

This is enhanced by Winston Churchill’s re- 
turn to power in England. He can enter nego- 
tiations with Stalin without worrying—as his 
Socialist predecessors did—about being called 
a fellow traveler. 

The State Department also is in a better posi- 
tion since Congress is in recess, thus reducing 

for a while the politically oppressive possibility 
of having even the slightest approach to a con- 
ciliatory tone immediately denounced by the 
MeCarthys and the McCarrans as the work of 
traitors in high places, 
* * * 

Perhaps the greatest mistake which now could 
be made would be to expect too much. George 
F. Kennan, the prime shaper of our Russian poli- 
cy, emphasizes this in his important new book on 
American diplomacy. The United States must 
avoid demanding a total settlement in diplomacy 
or a total victory in war. 

Instead, we should look for practical solutions 
in accord with our national interest and as con- 
ducive to international stability as possible at 
the moment. 

Such an attitude calls for restraint. This was 
eloquently pointed out by William R. Mathews, 
editor of the Arizona Daily Star, in a letter to 
The New York Times. Protesting against a recent 
issue of Collier’s, depicting an atomic war be- 
tween the East and the West, Mr. Mathews 
warned against the kind of publicity which more 
or less assumes the inevitability of such a war. 

+. om . 

All this boils down to a prudent eagerness for 
peace. It does not mean that we should send 
home a single soldier or scrap a single bomb. 
But it does mean that, while we carry the big 
stick, we should speak quietly. It means that 
false domestic issues such as those raised by 
Senator McCarthy should not be allowed to, af- 
fect a genuine effort to negotiate. 


It means that, instead of looking for every- 
thing in one basket, we should work for a little 
here and a little there—since this is the only 
way we can even begin to get all we want. 


It means neither appeasement nor compro- 
mise with our ideals. But it does mean the ma- 
ture realization that progress is not to be 
spurned because it is made only piecemeal.

The 730 members of the St. Louis Dental So- 
ciety will decide tonight whether the pigmen- 
tation of a fellow practitioner’s ‘skin should or 
should not bar him for consideration as a mem- 
ber of their scientific group.

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Questions Which Remain 


The Louisville Courier-Journal, which was one 
of the newspapers that took up the case of Ellen 
Knauff, welcomes the belated decision to admit 
the war bride to citizenship, but asks some perti- 
nent questions: 

Was Mrs. Knauff ever a serious threat to 
the security of this country? 

Is her admission now considered danger: 
ous.to our well-being? 

Why did the nature of the charges against 
her remain a secret for so long a time? 

Why were witnesses against her, finally 


produced at a public hearing, people who 
knew of her only by hearsay? . 


For what troubles the Courier-Journal is a 
basic matter which troubles all those who have 
followed this case-closely. If the Immigration 
Service of the Department of Justice would kick 
Ellen Knauff around the way it did for more 
than three years how must it treat many others 
whose cases do not come to publie attention? 

Attorney General McGrath has settled the 
Knauff case on the side of humanity and justice, 
but only after a prolonged battle, as Post- 
Dispatch readers know. He would do even 
better to issue a public statement as to how he 
arrived at his final conclusion, coupled with 
assurance that steps have now been taken to 
prevent any such injustice again in the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 


A Time to Build 

There is a time to talk, and there is a time to 
build. There has been talk enough about expand- 
ing the University of Missouri’s medical training 
to a full four-year course. The time is at Aand to 
get on with the building of the new school. 

Aware of this, the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee in Jefferson City recommended the ap- 
propriation of $9,000,000 to get the work under 
way. It is to be hoped that the Legislature as a 


' whole will vote the funds in a minimum of time. 


As to the location of the school, this commit- 
tee had nothing to say. Obviously, it followed 
the sound example of the special committee 
which held that the site was not the legislators’ 
business but that of the university curators. And 
they have decided on Columbia—with good 
cause. . 

This decision has the support of some of Mis- 
souri’s most eminent doctors, including our four 
Nobel Prize winners. At Columbia, medical stu- 
dents will not only have the advantage of con- 
tact with the scientific branches of the univer- 
sity, but they may also realize the importance 
of practice in rural areas which now are s0 
short of adequate medical care.

HE big search in Canasta is 

for safe discards, and there is 

hardly any such thing as a 
discard that is 100 per cent safe. 
Experienced Rummy players have 
learned to consider a card safe 
if the lefthand opponent has just 
discarded one. But in Canasta 
there is much discarding from 
three and four of a kind. Some 
players find it even safer to 
match the discards of their right- 
hand opponent, since this gives 
the right-hand opvonent little in- 
fc-mation. 

But this is not necessarily safe, 
either. For example: 


Your right-hand opponent has 
just thrown a five. None has pre- 
vicusly been discarded and the 
five is an obvious discard from 
your hand. Nevertheless, it is not 
necessarily to be considered safer 
just because your right-hand op- 
ponent has discarded one. Mathe- 
matically your left-hand oppo- 
nent is just about as likely to 
have a pair of- fives as if none 
had been discarded. 


However, if you are trying to 
keep from giving information to 
your right-hand opponent, it is a 
fact that, by throwing the five, 
you will leave him no wiser than 
he was before he discarded the 
five. } 

Probably the safest discard in 
your hand is one of your three 
eights. Mathematically your left- 
hand opponent is less likely to 
have a pair of eights than a card 


Then you are likely to find that 
you have three safe discards in- 
stead of only one. 

Question: Is it legal deliber- 
ately to refrain from declaring 
and exchanging a red three, in 
order to do so at a later turn? 

Answer: No,-it is not legal— 
and neither is it good play. Some- 
where, somehow, the theory has 
arisen that it can be advanta- 


‘geous to hold a red three and 


draw your replacement later on. 
But how can this be better than 
replacing the red three at the 
proper time and having the re- 
placement card in your hand— 
when perhaps it might prove use- 
ful? You cannot gain by wait- 
ing; you may lose heavily.

Facing Tragedy

| R. AND MRS. L. have just gone through one of the most 
9 | terrible tragedies a married couple can encounter. The 


question is how they shall adjust themselves to it. 

“In backing the car out of the garage,” Mrs. L. explains, 
“my husband ran over our 2-year-old child and killed him. We 
were both prostrated for days and I realize it is even harder 
on my husband than on me, if such a thing is possible. I just 
don’t feel that I can go on living in this house, with that 
memory. 

“This is our immediate difficulty—my husband does not 
want to move. We live on half an acre with a service station 
which my husband is buying. It is at the intersection of two 
state highways which are soon to become national highways. 
My husband says never in our lives can we get another deal as 
good as this—our whole future is at stake. He claims I am 
influenced by my widowed mother, who came to live with us 
but who has never liked it here and wants us to move back to 
the city. He says we cannot run away from things like this 
but have to face them and that 1 mustn’t let my mother wreck 
me emotionally. But I don’t see how I can stay and face this. 
What do you think, Dr. Popenoe?” 

* * * 

TO ANSWER YOUR QUESTION, I'd like to know more 
about your personality, Mrs. L., and particularly about what 
psychologists call your affective tolerance; that is, how much 
emotional strain you can stand. Some people can endure 
almost anything; others can be broken by a harsh word—fig- 
uratively speaking, at least. Everyone will sympathize with 
your desire to get away from this memory. The question is, 
can you do so? No matter where you went, you might take it 
along with you—inside you. Since you have the space of half 
an acre, you could at least move the garage and change the 
driveway, if that were any help. But let’s consider the general 
principles involved in facing any domestic tragedy; and, un- 
fortunately, none of us knows when he may be forced to deal 
with some sort of tragedy in his own family. 


* * * 

THE FIRST THING to do is to face it frankly and not try 
to evade it. For most people, at least, it is a mistake to try to 
be stoic, or to deny the seriousness of the problem. Psycholo- 
gists nowadays attach great importance to adequate expression 
of grief—to mourning openly and unashamedly. 

If you are able to stand emotional strain, the next thing is 
to force yourself to go ahead, recognizing that life must still 
be lived, that there is work to be done and people to be helped 
who are even more unfortunate than yourself. 

It is also important not to let outside influences determine 
your actions. In this case, if your mother is working on you— 
as your husband asserts and you do not deny—you must dis- 
regard her and make your own plans. 

It is entirely possible, Mrs. L., that you can face this trag- 
edy just as well in one place as another. Some people cannot 
face a tragedy anywhere—they are made of breakable material, 
so to speak. You'll have to decide with your husband on what 
is going to be the best long-term plan.

RS. Margaret Geibel, slim 
M attractive Pennsylvanian 

who hadn't been west of 
Chicago until a year ago, fs mak- 
ing a career of selling young 
Americans on a chance to see the 
world—with Uncle Sam paying 
the bill. 

As.a recruitment officer for 
the State Department, Mrs. Gei- 
bel is in St. Louis as a major 
stop. in her nation-wide search for 
qualified’ clerical workers to 
serve in Washington or in em- 
bassies, legations or consulates 
overseas. In the past year her 
“team,” which interviews, tests 
and fingerprints applicants and 
sends their‘ papers to Washing- 
ton for processing, has more than 
2500 employes to its credit. 

“Most of them want to go 
overseas, although some of the 
younger ones who haven't been 
away from home before are en- 
couraged to work first in the 
State Department in Washing- 
ton.”. she said. 

“There’s no doubt, of course, 
that the wish for adventure and 
a chance to get away from the 
hum-drum of the home town and 
to see faraway places influences 
a lot of the applicants. But we 
know, too, that this gives them 
a chance to make friends for 
America throughout the world. 
We call them America’s junior 
ambassadors. 

“Europe is nearly always the 
first choice for an overseas as- 
signment. We have staffs every- 
where in the world except Red 
China and American territories 
such as Alaska and Hawaii. But 
somehow, they get a little 
squeamish about going to the 
Near or Far East. Maybe it’s 
because they aren’t so familiar 
with that part of the world as 
they are with Europe.” 

Her recruiting job, to which 
she was assigned shortly after 
joining the State Department 
three years ago, has sent Mrs. 
Geibel on a miniature “Cook’s 
tour” of her own. She has learned 
to eat—and like—seafood on the 
West Coast and Mexician food in 
Texas and to eat—but not en- 
joy—hominy grits in the South. 
An Easterner, she has been im- 
pressed by the warm-hearted 
friendliness and informality of 
the Middle West and came back 
from Arizona with a pair of 
Levi’s packed in her suitcase. 

“IT had no idea what the rest 
of the United States was like un- 
til I started on this job,” she 
said. “Each section of the coun- 
try has its own charm and that’s 
why we want to recruit young 
people from every state. They 
take something of their own part 
of America into their jobs over- 
seas. 

“We were amazed in Texas to 
see the applicants come in to 
take their shorthand and typing 
tests wearing blue jeans and

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Enameling Fir Plywood. 


UY an _ inexpensive article 

made of plywood and the 

chances are that the plywood 
is made out of fir wood. Fir ply- 
wood is wonderful in many ways 
but it has a very strange allergy 
towards paint. The wood not only 
becomes fuzzy but the grain goes 
wild and is pretty difficult to con- 
ceal. What you have to do then 
is to tame the grain and this is 
done by applying a coat of spe- 
cial plywood primer made for this 
purpose. These primers are sold 
at paint and hardware stores and 
at some lumber yards. The primer 
has a neutral color and is applied 
with a brush. After it is dry the 
wood can be sanded lightly and 
then dusted. 


The next step is to apply a coat 
of enamel undercoater. If you 
don’t want to use this, a coat of 
flat paint will do. Regulation 
enamel undercoaters are white but 
they can be tinted to match the 
finish coat by adding a little of 
the colored enamel that is to be 
used for the finish coat. 


Brush the undercoater on with 
the grain and when dry give it a 
light sanding to knock down any 
rough spots. Be sure you allow 
ample time for drying. Dust the 
surface clean and then apply your 
enamel. In most ses one coat 
of enamel will do the trick and 
you'll end up with a nice smooth 
surface. If another coat is re- 
quired, give the first one a light 
— and then apply the final 
coat. 


For adventure in the kitchen, 
start varying the flavors of your 
classic dishes. An onion, a cartot, 
and-an herb bunch (thyme, pars- 
ley stalks, and a bay leaf, tied 
together so as to be easily re- 
moved from the cooked dish) is 
one of the basic flavorings for 
stews and casserole dishes.
